Congressman 


Harrington 


Visits NECC 


Michael Harrington, 
Democratic Congressman from 
the Sixth Essex District, came to 
NECC on Thursday, October 
15th, on a combined campaign 
and fact finding tour. 

At the Summer Street lounge 
Congressman Harrington made 
no formal speeches or campaign 
pitches, rather he walked around 
talking to as many students as he 
could. He did this in order to 


gain better insight into student 


thinking on important issues. 

Among the questions asked of 
the congressman were these put 
to him by NECC staff member 
Joe Wesolowski. These included 
questions on _ increased 
withdrawal from Viet Nam, the 
feasibility or Vietnamization, 
and his views on student unrest. 

The congressman answered 
the first saying that increased 
withdrawal was a good political 
move. To the second he replied 
that in his opinion 
Vietnamization would never be 
complete and that it would 
never work effectively. On 
student unrest he offered that 
even though this semester has 
been relatively quiet that there 
still existed the potential for 
further confrontation. 

The Congressman then went 
to Prof. Paul Bevilaqua’s class 
where the students participated 
in an open forum. 


‘Building Construction, 


Electrical Power 
Construction Delayed 


A permit for the Massachusetts Electric Company to 
install an overhead electrical power supply from the 
Route 110 Kenoza Lake area, to the state constructed, 
underground electrical power system of the new 
Northern Essex Community College campus, was 
delayed at a city hall public hearing Wednesday night, 
when Haverhill city council members cast a majority 
vote supporting Mayor Waldron’s recent vote of the 
Electric Company’s proposed overhead lead-in system. 

The original campus specifications as provided by 
state architects and implemented by the state Bureau of 
calls for an updated, 
underground electric supply system designed to enhance 
visual beauty, and’ secure against foul weather 
breakdown, as opposed to poles and overhead wiring. 

The Massachusetts Electric Company is responsible 
only for the lead-in work, to the construction city, and 
their plan did not provide for underground work. 

It will now be required of the Electric Co., to draw 
new plans, providing acceptable compromise with the 
state Bureau of Building Construction, and to resubmit 
to the city council a petition for a new construction 
permit in accordance with the new plans. 

The Electric Company’s major objection to providing 
an underground lead-in, was the initial cost which they 
said would involve $88,000 more than the overhead 
system. Their plan had been to string poles along the 
lake shore and through the woodsthat separatethe lake 
from the campus, and from the woods, along a 500 yard 
open length of roadway approaching the school, and 
running directly across the complete front length of the 
campus grounds. 

The Electric Co. had obtained the permit, which 
reached the mayors desk for his signature, by 
presenting a successful petition to a prior city council 
meeting at which no one opposed. 

Wednesday night’s opposition to the permit came 
from active public interest at the meeting, generated 
primarily by the united efforts of college dean of 
administration, Mr. Philip Galbraith, and E.C.O., 
(Environmental Concerns Organization) which brought 
forward the “gross visual pollution,’ that would 
“jeopardize,” the efforts of all concerned with the work 
and expense that the college and Bureau of Building 
Construction have put into beautifying the site. 

Galbraith, with Dr. Osborne, instructor of Man and 
His Environment and related subjects at the college, and 
Mrs. Rochelle Newman, assistant coordinator of E.C.O., 
led Wednesday night’s opposition against the 
Massachusetts Electric Co. 

Dr. Osborne said, that he had not attended the earlier 
city council meeting because the president of the 
college, Harold Bentley, had spoken with’ the state 
Bureau of Building Construction about the problem and 
had been assured that the bureau would take action 
which they then failed to do. 

He said, that this coming Tuesday, October 27, a new 
meeting will be held between the Massachusetts Electric 
Company and the college dean of administration, to 
prepare for new wiring plans in preparation for a future 


.city council hearing. Osborne urged that all persons 


interested contact Mrs. Newman, or drop a note in his 
mail box which is located in room 201; or, come in 
person to city hall when the next public hearing takes 
place.
